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creswell Holds Independence Day Service

It was “a service of recognition for those who died for our 
independence, and all the surviving veterans who made it 
possible for us to assemble today —free." About 100 people, 
young and old, gathered in front of Creswell’s Town Hall on 
Tuesday, July 4 th , to take part in an Independence Day 
service sponsored by the Creswell Ruritan Club. From the 
singing of the National Anthem by Janice Stillman, to the 
closing prayer, folks stood at attention, listening to prayers, 
a bit of preaching, and to some patriotic tunes. After John 
Bames welcomed folks, Rev. Tom Tarkenton, minister from 
the Creswell Charge, United Methodist Church, gave the 
morning invocation. Reggie Davenport, Immediate Past 
Commander of American Legion Post No. 391 at Cherry, 
introduced James Carroll Davenport, current commander, 
who recognized “those who did not come home” and their 
families. As Davenport read the names of those engraved on 
a granite marker in front of the town hall, relatives raised 
their hands in tribute to fallen heroes. Rev. Frank Alexander, 
chaplain and minister from the Albemarle Charge, United 
Methodist Church, delivered a short but inspiring message. 
Speakers expressed appreciation to the Town of Creswell 
for permitting the service to be held on the town commons 
and recognized Mayor Bill White. Other elected officials on 
hand included Washington County Commissioner Howard 
L. Davenport. Mrs. Stillman sang “I’m Proud To Be An 
American” and led the group in prayerfully singing “God 
Bless America.” The program concluded as folks joined in a 
pledge of allegiance to the flag, followed by prayer. 

The engraved marker is inscribed: “IN MEMORY OF 
THOSE WHO GAVE THEIR LIVES” and bears the 
following names: Ferrell Ambrose, Billy Wells Bateman, 
Bosie A. Bateman, Albert T. Brooks, Ernest J. Davenport, 
Raymond T. Davenport, W. Mitchell Haire, W. Allen 
Holton, Chester L. Hopkins, Jr., Clyde L. Norman, Ersel T. 
Patrick, Thomas A. Patrick, Edward A. Stillman, D. W. 
White, Elbert L. Woodley, Grover C. Oliver, William S. 
Costin and William H. Bennett. 

Afterwards, James C. Davenport said members of American 
Legion Post No. 391 were glad to assist with the 
Independence Day service. He was pleased at the large 
crowd on hand and said he personally appreciated an 
opportunity to pay tribute to those men, and women, who 
fought so bravely, some paying the ultimate price with their 
lives, so folks in Creswell and elsewhere could still live in

1860 OS Census- Washington Co. t and the Census Taker

Henry J. Starr - Census taker -1 have a copy of a letter 
written by Mary Louisa White, daughter of my Great-Great- 
Grandfather Noah White, dated July 1853. Mary told “Dear 
Henry” that unless he stopped drinking and started to go to 
church their relationship would not go further. She could not 
condone his addiction to strong drink. They did not marry 
until 1869. 

Vernon later adds: Henry J. Starr‘s (census taker) 
grandmother was Elizabeth Everett, daughter of Jeremiah 
Everett and Judith Combs. Jeremiah Everett was the son of 
Nathaniel Everett II (1707-1782) and unknown wife. 
Nathaniel Everett II was the son of Nathaniel Everett I (1678- 
1749) and Mary Mitchell, widow of John Harrison. I am the 
eighth generation from Nathaniel Everett I. Judith Combs 
was the daughter of Thomas (d. 1753) and Mary Combs.. 

Henry Starr, who has been the subject of (WCGS) journal 
articles, was the brother of Joseph Starr. 

®re clLOUf Hassells ~ I believe Levi W. Hassell and Miranda ? 
were the parents of Levi E. Hassell. Levi and Miranda had 
two more children - Julia, born 1860, and Martha, born 
1864. Miranda married Alexander M. Phelps 29 January 
1866, which indicates Levi died about 1865. Alexander M. 
Phelps had married Nancy, the widow of John Arnold 
(grandfather of David Wilbur Arnold, the preacher) and they 
had daughters Martha, Priscilla and Mary. Alexander and 
Miranda had sons Charles, born 1867, and Doctrine, born 
1869.1 don’t have anything beyond 1870. Ed (Norman) 
checked to see if Levi W. Hassell was service connected - 
not found. The connection (Levi W. to Levi E.) is confirmed 
in marriage certificate for Levi E. Hassell. Maybe some of the 
Phelps researchers could help on this. 

The origin of the Hassell family was in Norfolk Co., VA. John 
Hassell, born before 1678, married Jane Wheeler about 
1699. They had five children. They moved to Tyrrell Co., NC 
by 1704. John died about 1722 and Jane died about 1724. 
Edward Hassell (third generation) left a will dated 1 Sept. 
1795 in which he named a son Levi Hassell. This may be the 
Levi Hassell in the 1800-1810-1820 Washington Co. census. 
The Hassells were involved with the Thomas Wynne (1690- 
1757) family. I believe Thomas Wynne was from Virginia and 
somehow connected to Godfrey Spruill. It would take a lot of 
work to sort out the Hassells of Tyrrell and Washington 
County.

to document his parentage. We now believe that he had 
possible roots in Beaufort County.(I have come up with 
interesting information from our family Bible that links him 
to this area.) We think that he was married to a Mary E. 
Jones from Beaufort County-and died during or just after the 
Civil War. Mary Lupton went on to marry Samuel Dunham 
in 1869. So far, I have found no marriage record. I know 
that Mary was the daughter of Peleg and Ann Jones-Peleg 
only appears in the 1840 Beaufort Census. 

I am happy to share whatever documented information I 
have! I have all the Collins family information passed on to 
my Mother, aunts and uncles by their father Joseph Linton 
Collins. I also have additional documentation of death 
certificates, Estate Records and deeds. My mother 
remembers many of her cousins, aunts and uncles from the 
Pea Ridge area.
